Sioux Falls, S. D.. Sept. 12.—Valley 
Springs, thirteen miles east of Sioux 
Falls, was raided between 2 and 3 o'clock 
this morning by a band of robbers. Resi­ 
dents of the town were aroused by a 
.•series of explosions. When they appeared 
on the street to ascertain the cause they 
discovered the town was picketed by 
seven or eight armed men, who drove 
residents from the streets on pain of in­ 
stant death if they attem pted to interfere 
with the robbers. 


The M innehaha county bank was the 
object of the desperadoes, who blew open, 
the safe and secured 18,000 o r 110,000 In 
cash. 
During the robbery one of the 
pickets fired a t a citizen, but owing to 
shortage of firearms, citizens were com­ 
pelled to keep in the background until 
the robbers had comi>leted their work 
and left town. 
HAD NARROW ESCAPE 


Norfolk, Va., Sept. 12.—The explosion of 
a barrel of alcohol on the sui>erstructure 
deck of the cruiser Olympia in dry dock 
at the Norfolk navy yard, to night killed 
two men, severely injured several others 
and set fire to the .ship. The m aster-at- 
arm s of the vessel is missing. The dead: 
Corporal Yerkes, United States marine 
corps; white seaman, unknown. 


The explosion, according to witnesse.«;, 
followed the theft of a barrel of alcohol 
by a party of sailors. 
The barrel, it Is 
said, was taken from one of the store­ 
houses of the yard and removed to the 
dock near the Olympia. 
There It was 
opened. 
Shipkeeper Daley detected the 
odor of the spirits and summoned the 
m aSter-at-arm s. The barrel was discov­ 
ered and taken aboard the Olympia and 
placed on the hurricane deck. Yerkes and 
the unknown sailor went to the barrel 
and one struck a match. 
An explosion 
followed and both men were enveloiied In 
the flaming liquid. They perished before 
a hand cotild be raised to save them. 
The ship at once caught fire and the 
blaze for a while was stubborn, but finally 
was extinguished. In the excitement sail­ 
ors concerned In the affair escaped and 
parties were sent out to arrest them. It 
Is not known what became of the m aster- 
at-arma. 


The Function Attended bytbe 
Jfimperorand Other Members 
of Boyalty—Tafce Part In Pa­ 
rade» and Banquet». 


W elssenfels-on-the-Saal, Prussia. Sept. 
12.—Army maneuvers were this year more 
than ever a vast spcfctacle affording a 
gorgeous background for Emperor Will­ 
iam’s massed cavalry attacks and storm ­ 
ing of batteries. 
The emperor turned 
the working out of the day’s strategical 
problem prepared by the general staff Into 
a glorified sham battle th at delighted many 
thousands of spectators assembled on ele­ 
vated ground. The maneuvers were pre­ 
ceded by four parades, four principal ban­ 
quets and state entry of the emperor and 
empress into Haaie, for the purpose of a t­ 
tending the ceremony of consecrating a 
church. 
All those functions were a t­ 
tended by the various sovereigns of minor 
German states, like the king of Saxony, 
grand dukes of Oldenburg and Saxc- 
W^imer and. duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Geotha, and foreign princess, such as duke 
of Aosta, of Italy and duke of Teck from 
England. These distinguished personages 
accompanied the emperor everywhere and 
formed a brilliant picture where they 
were grouped about him. 
The value of 
the maneuvers, as usual, is again seri­ 
ously discussed. 
Everyone appears to 
agred they have the political result of 
stim ulating interest in the arm y and 
of promoting a m artial spirit among Ger­ 
mans.

REPUBUCANS 


Munfordville, Ky., Sept. 12.—The state 
Republican campaign was opened to day. 
One of the principal speakers was General 
Buckner, former governor of Kentucky 
and nominee for vice president by Gold 
Democrats in 1896.

ALCOHOL EXPLOSION 


Two Men Killed and Several 
Injured on^ Board Cruiser 
Olympia 


Chicago, Sept, 12,-^Ten workmen em­ 
ployed by the Morris Paclsing company 
were injured this afternoon by the col­ 
lapse of a runway on wtiich they were 
standing. 
A 
n u n i^ r 
of steers had 
fallen down on the first floor of the run­ 
way and animals behind if/erc ■, crowd­ 
ing in and trampling them to death. Men 
rushed from their work and climbed on 
the upper floor of th^ runway to watch 
the struggles of the steers. 
The floor 
upon which they were standing gave way 
and let them down on top of the lower 
part of the runway, where they narrowly 
escaped being thrown among the strug­ 
gling steers. 
Had this happened not ‘a 
man could have escaped with his life. 
All of them w^ere badly bruised and some 
sustained .severe cuts on the head, but all 
will recover. 
A number of steers were 
trampled and gored to death in the strug­ 
gle in the first floor of the runw'ay. 


AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENT. 


Milwaukee, Sept. 12.—Frank Day, of De- 
triot, was killed in an automobile ac­ 
cident at the state fair park this after­ 
noon while riding in a race. The machine; 
ran into th« fenc*. 


Day had almost finished four miles of 
the five and had increased the speed to a 
60-mile gait«, when he evidently seemed to 
have lost control of the machine and 
drove dangerously near the fence. 
An 
object detached itself from the vehicle 
and sailed tw enty feet in the air and it 
was supposed the chaeur had been thrown 
•ver the fence. 
Spectators were alm ost 
panic stricken as the machine dashed 
into the fence and broke down posts and 
bars before coming to a halt. Four feet 
aw-ay from it on the ground the figure of 
Day lay motionless. 
He died In fifteen 
inlnutes.

MISS ;Á Ím iO N X WON. 


Sofia, Sept. 12.-^WIth the arrival of new 
and sensational reports of wholesale mas­ 
sacre of Christian in Macedonia, the situ-^ 
atlon here is hourly becoming moré alarm ­ 
ing. If the latest messages, which state 
60,000 Bulgarians were slaughtered in 
the districts of Okrlda and Leren shall be 
confirmed, no doubt exists, the govern­ 
ment will be forced to order mobilization 
of the arm y Immediately. 


According to information brought by u 
courier a force of Albanians, assisted by 
Turkish regular forces acting under or­ 
ders direct from Yildizklosk, massacred 
the entire Bulgarian Christian population 
of Okirad and Loren districts. 
Fearful 
descriptions are given of sights .seen 
there, soldiers slaughtering men, women 
and children in every direction, display­ 
ing barbarism never before witnessed. 
The number of killed was not stated in 
the courier's dispatches, but according to 
reports from other sources the total will 
reach 60,000. 
O’ffcial crides are without 
information regarding the reported mas­ 
sacre, but, in view of the character of 
latest advices from Macedonia, it is fear­ 
ed the news is true. 


The 
Bulgarian 
government 
appears 
llrmly resolved to avoid v giving Turkey 
the slightest pretext for declaring hos­ 
tilities and is doing* the utm ost to retrain 
the w ar fever. 
The situation, however, 
is rapidly becoming worse and popular 
excitement is increasing. An engagement^ 
is reported to have occurred between in- 
.^urgents and Turkish troops at Suchlndol, 
in which not a single revolutionist was 
killed, wfhile the Turks lost heavily. 


Telegrams from Burgas *say the Bul­ 
garian population is fast disappearing 
from the district of Losengracle and that 
every one unable ’to e.scape to the Bul­ 
garian frontier Is killed. 
Fugitives who 
arrived' at Burgas report that two men, 
one. aged 100 years, and the other 
were impaled by T ^rk s In the course of 
their search of houses of residents. The 
w ar office here Is greatly concerned over 
the Increasing number of deserters who 
go"^ to Join the insurgents. 


Sofla, Sept. 12.—The council oJl ministers. 
It is said, have decided to mobilize the 
first and second arm y divisions, w^hose 
headquarters are a t Sofla and Philiopolis. 
Alarming rumors are current of further 
wholesale massacres of Bulgarians In the 
vilayet of Monastir. 
One report says 
60,000 persops were slaughtered in the 
district of Leren alone, which is purely 
Bulgarian. 
Other reports affirm Turks 
burned Christian quarters in three towns, 
Flerina, Okhelda and R'esen. 


Courier dispatches received here by the 
Autonomye say Albanians, acting under 
direct orders from the sultan have been 
engaged in a general m assacre of Bul^ 
garians in the districts of Okhrida and 
Leren. :

FRANCE TAKES ACTION. . 


Paris, Sept: Í2.—After a conference be­ 
tween officials of the marine m inistry 
and foreign office it was decided to send 
the cruiser La Touch Treviile to Turkish 
waters w ithout waiting for another ship 
of thè French squadron ordered to be 
in readiness, to sail . for Levant. 
The 
La Touch Treviile probably will be fol­ 
lowed Immediately by the cruiser DucH> 
ayla. T heif’special points, of obsçnratiofi' 
will be Salónica and Beirut, Smyra, but 
they will not go directly to these places. 
The warships will rendezvous as a small 
G reek'island off Syria off the'coast and 
within easy steaming distance of the dis- 
ttirbed districts. ' Admiral J. Euregaiberry 
and the flagship will remain a t Toulon 
ready to reinforce the two cruisers w ith 
a large naval force in C |^ of m ore-seri­ 
ous turn of events. 


EXTRA SESSION M 


W ill be Convened Jîoveniber 9th 
—Oetolier Session Aban­ 
doned. 


Oyster Bay, Sept. 12.—After m ature con­ 
sideration and consultation In person and 
by mall with members of both houses 
of congress President Roosevelt has aban­ 
doned the suggestion congress be called 
into extraordinary session in October. 
The extraordinary session will be called, 
according to present plans, on Nov. 9, 
which, was the date tentatively fixed 
some time ago. 
The idea of a session 
in October was opposed particularly be­ 
cause it would oblige senators and repre- 
sentavise to leave their states and dis­ 
tricts In the midst of a campaign, which 
to many of them and to their party, 
was of vital importance. Nothing (teilnlte 
has been reached as to the character of 
financial leeHslatlon, which may be en­ 
acted a t the approaching session of con­ 
gress. It is not certain an agreement can 
be reached between the two bran^Kies ojf 
congress whereby special legislation can 
be enacted. It may be a solution of the 
problem will be reached before conven­ 
ing *of the extraordinary session, but even 
that is by no means assured.
